DRYS WARN WETS NOT TN TRY 
TO “GET AWAY WITH ANYTHING" 


__ Supt. Shupp of the Missouri Anti- 
Saloon League has announced that | 
he will attend the Democratic State 
convention at Joplin April 22, to see 
that the wet forces do not “get away 
with anything” in the framing of the 
State platform. . 

He predicts that the platform wil] 
contain a plank declaring for the 
strict enforcement of the prohibition 
law.

Wholesale shoe houses tn the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve district have 
reported increases as high as 53 per 


last month, over January, 1919. 


This is stated in the monthly report 
of the St. Louis Federal Reserve 
Bank, made public today, on busi- 
ness conditions in the district, which 


embraces most of Missouri except 
Kansas City, all of Arkansas, and 
parts of Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi and Tennessee. 

This increase in the value of sales 


‘earned a crtain amount during any 
‘week.’ Wages in most lines are con- 


{n the shoe trade is noted as having 
taken place “notwithstanding high 
prices.” The volume of production 
is not shown. It is stated that pro- 
duction in the shoe line !s_ sold 
months ahead in many cases “In 
view of the weak leather market, 
and of the curtailment of exports,” 
it is added, “many retail merchants 
are awaiting price developments be- 
fore completing their stocks.” 

The report continues: 

“Wholesale dry goods houses say 
their sale sin some instances were 


100 per cent larger in January, 1930, | 
than they were during January, | 
1919. They say retail stocks are de- | 
pleted, and they see no immediate | 
prospects for price reductions. On| 
lines that have opened for fall deliv- | 
ery, the basic prices are higher than 
for epring. 

“Wholesale clothing houses say 
business {s very active, though in 
some lines, particularly women’s 
ready-to-wear, high prices are ma- 
terlally r cting sales. In this con- 
nection if {s notable that many wom- 
en are now making their own clothes 
in an attempt to lessen the burden 
of high costs. A reaction to this has 
been the constantly increasing prices | 
of pleec goods. _ 

Retail Trade Levels High. | 

“Pelts aggregating $27,152,882 in' 
value were sold during the first two 
weeks of \February at the winter 
auction of the Internationa] Fur Ex- 
change in St. Louls. This is nearly 
$12,000,000 more than the Septem- 
ber sale of a similar nature, which 
was up to that time the largest on 
record. Prices ranged from the same 
to 150 per cent higher than those 
realized !n September. Some few 
classes, such as Russian ponies, | 
guanacos and American and Russian 
ermine, were 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent lower. The attendance at this 
sale is balieved to be the largest ever 


known in the history of tho trade, 
and its outstanding feature was that! 
the buying was more distributed | 


among buyers from all parts of the | 


world than at any previous sale. 
“Retail trade reached new high 
levels for January during the month 
just passed. Stores report increases 
in value of sales of from one-fifth to 
one-third over January last year. 
Stocks generally are larger than they 
were at the end of January, 1919, 
though in certain lines they are 


greatly depleted. During the first | 


part of February the influenza ep!- 
demic and the prevalence of other 


varieties of sickness considerably cur- | 


tailed purchases. Mild weather, how- 
ever, in parts of the district, has 
stimulated spring buying, and sales 
of millinery have been espe- 
clally active. Retail grocers in 
some instances report record 
sales for January.

ness, in some cases as much as 200 
per eent increase over January, last 
year.”’

The chem- 
ica] manufacturing business was 
favorably affected by the influenza 
epidemic. Clay products manufaoc- 
ture has been stimulated by the in- 
crease of construction. Some flour 
mills report business below normal, 
others as having resumed a norma! 
footing. Iron and steeél manufac- 
turers are doing particularly well. 
Millinery manufacturers report in- 
creases as high as 75 per cent over 
the business of January, 1919, this 
being due in part to the earlfer buy- 
ing season this year. There is evi- 
dence that the peak of prices has 
been reached fn this line, it is stated. 

Wholesale grocery houses had a 
good month, the report says, but or- 
ders for future delivery are small, as 
buyers hesitate in the belief that the 
peak of prices has been reached. 
Wholesale hardware concerns report 
50 to 60 per cent increases over a 
year ago, with merchandise scarce 
and prices firm. The cotton business 
is far below normal, having been af- 
fected unfavorably by the exchange 
situation. 


‘The labor situation fn this district . 


has not matertaily changed since tho 
last report,” it is stated. “In some 
lines the supply is ample, while in 
others there is a marked shortage. 
There is a scarcity of female labor 
for certain kinds of work {n cloth- 
ing factories. One large concern 
states that it could use from 80 to 
40 per cent more women operators. 
There is also a ecarcity of the better 
class of office help. Complaints are 
still heard of the tendency of many 
workers to give a minimum of effort 
for what they receive. One concern
